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Long-term hope 
for The Guineas 


THE Guineas shopping 
centre in Newmarket 
could grow by up to 25 
per cent in the future - 
when the financial situa¬ 
tion improves. 

At this stage the idea of 
extending the centre into the 
adjoining multi-storey car park 
is a long-term aim, town 
councillors heard on Monday. 

Currently plans to build on the 
Market Square, on the opposite 
side of the centre, are on hold 
because of the recession. 

But John Burmester, a director 
of Centenary Asset Management - 
the company that runs the centre, 
told councillors that the company 
was committed to maintaining the 
centre in the town. 

He said consultants had 
indicated that the centre could 
ultimately grow by 25 per cent - 
based on expected population 
growth. 

An extension would use land 
currently occupied by the multi¬ 
storey car park and would be 
dependent on alternative parking 
being provided elsewhere - as well 
as an improvement in the 
economic situation. 

But he said an extension would 
be unlikely to progress in the next 
five years. 

Mr Burmester told the council’s 
development and planning 
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committee that the Market Square 
development, for which planning 
permission has already been 
granted, would only progress once 
a major retailer had committed to 
move in to the new building. 

“We couldn’t justify building it 
speculatively,” he said. “The new 
shops will be built on the back of 
an agreement with one or two 
retailers to take the space. 

“There is not sufficient interest 
at the moment and we have to 
achieve a certain rent to make it 
viable,” he said. 

The current plan would involve 
building on half the Market 
Square with a large shop unit. But 
it would allow the town’s twice- 
weekly market to continue to 
operate on the remaining space. 

He said health and safety 
improvements costing £60,000 
had been carried out at the centre 
and more work was planned 
including a new floor in the more 
recent “phase two” area. 

He said rents had been reduced 
in a bid to fill some of the empty 
shops. 

“We want to see a full and 
vibrant centre,” he said.

Police improve

The force has risen 34 places 
up the index since last year. 

Organisations are ranked 
according to criteria which 
include the implementation of 
effective equality policies, 
practical demonstration of 
good practice in recruitment 
and mentoring, to how they 
engage with lesbian and gay 
staff, customers and service 
users. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “I am delighted with the 
constabulary listing in the top 
100 in Stonewall’s Diversity 
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Index. The principles of 
diversity, inclusion and 
equality must sit at the heart of 
any truly modern and forward 
thinking organisation. 

“Rising in the rankings so 
significantly in two years is a 
fantastic achievement and a 
reflection of our commitment 
to being a supportive employer 
that values its lesbian, gay and 
bisexual staff. 

“We aim to create an 
inclusive working environment 
for staff, and to provide an 
inclusive service for all people 
of Suffolk, regardless of their 
sexual orientation.” 

Sgt Steve Wright said: “As the 
chair of Suffolk Gay Police 
Association, I am delighted 
that Suffolk Constabulary has 
been rated 50th in the top 100 
employers and has improved 
its position in the list for the 


third successive year. 

“We have worked hard to 
ensure the organisation 
supports members of the gay 
community. 

“I hope this rating will offer 
reassurance to the whole 
community that being gay 
within Suffolk police will not 
limit employment oppor¬ 
tunities and I hope it will help 
to build confidence throughout 
the community that we serve.”

Cambridgeshire police does 
not appear in the top 100. 


Town set 
for hefty 
tax rise 

NEWMARKET Town 
council is set to increase 
its council tax demand 
by around 20 per cent. 

The council will be 
asked to approve the 
rise at its full meeting 
on Monday. 

The council’s budget 
is increasing from 
£377,712 to more than 
£460,000 which will 
mean nearly £15 in¬ 
crease on the current 
band D equivalent ann¬ 
ual amount of £70.59. 

The rise is mainly due 
to interest on loans for 
the refurbishment of the 
town’s Memorial Hall in 
the High Street and 
costs associated with 
the running of the new 
sports pavilion and 
playing areas on The 
Severals. 

The town council’s 
share of the total 
council tax demand is 
the smallest with the 
largest amounts going 
to Suffolk County 
Council, Forest Heath 
District Council and 
Suffolk Police Authority. 
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Hospice celebrates 
Big Lottery windfall 



A HOSPICE team 
which supports pat¬ 
ients in their own 
homes has been boost¬ 
ed with a £316,545 
award from the Big 
Lottery Fund. 

The community team 
from St Nicholas Hospice 
Care will be able to maintain 
its service to patients thanks 
to the cash. 

The team has been 
operating for less than a year 
and has already supported 
hundreds of patients and 
their families in West Suffolk, 
including the Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Haverhill 
areas. 

Barbara Gale, chief 
executive of the Bury St 
Edmunds-based hospice, 
said the charity was 
delighted with the Lottery 
grant - but warned that it 
would still be facing a tough 
year ahead. 

She said: “The Com¬ 
munity Hospice Team is a 
vital service, which plays a 
pivotal role enabling pat- 
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ients to remain in their own 
homes for as long as 
possible and still receive 
dedicated and specialist 
care. 

“So many patients prefer 
to receive care in their own 
homes, surrounded by their 
family, pets and possessions 
and we believe where 
possible patients have the 
right to receive this. 

“But while this grant is so 
wonderful and welcome, it 
only equates to less than a 
month of our annual opera¬ 
ting costs of £4.8million. 

“We are still anticipating a 
challenging financial year 
for the hospice and we still 
very much need the support 
of the entire community.” 

The grant will help pay for 
training of volunteers to 
support the work of the 
team. As well as offering 
support to patients, they will 
also play a crucial befriend¬ 
ing role for the benefit of 
family and friends as they 


come to terms with the 
death of their loved one. 

Trevor Farrington, head of 
the Community Hospice 
Team, said: “We are 


overjoyed at receiving this 
award from the Big Lottery 
Fund. 

“The Community Hospice 
Team has been a great 


success since it was 
launched in March 2009 
helping patients, where 
possible, remain at home in 
the final weeks of their life.” 


Five men face

Saeed Ahmed, 38, of Queen 
Street, Newmarket, is accused of 
aggravated burglary and two 
counts of causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Zeeshan Kazmi, 21, of Queen 
Street, Newmarket, is charged with 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Ali Azhar, 32, of Park Lane, 
Newmarket, is also charged with 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Mohammad Saleem, 25, of 
Lowther Street, Newmarket, is 
charged with aggravated burglary 
and two counts of actual bodily 
harm. He is due to appear before 
magistrates in Bury St Edmunds on 
lanuary 26. The other four are due 
in the same court on February 2.

Stud resident, the Sussex Stakes 
winner Proclamation, has his 
first runners in 2010 as does the 
National Stud’s globetrotting 
Group One winner Phoenix 
Reach, who will be joined by the 
stud’s new recruit Myboycharlie, 
who has just returned from his 
first season at Vinery Stud in 
Australia. 

Two other new stallions at the 
parade are Virtual, winner of last 
season’s Lockinge Stakes who 
returns to stand at the place of 
his birth, Cheveley Park Stud, 
and Winker Watson, the high- 


class two-year-old who has 
joined Norman Court Stud’s 
roster. 

Eclipse winner Mount Nelson,

Police dogs to 
demonstrate 
work for youth 


Council staff facing 
uncertainty on jobs 


HUNDREDS of staff are set to 
be consulted about job cuts 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC), the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

All 220 employees at the authority 
are waiting to hear whether they 
face redundancy in the coming 
months. 

In an attempt to balance the 
budget for 2010/11, the cash- 
strapped council needs to make 
more than £750,000 in staff savings 
alone. 

A six-week consultation period 
has now been launched, involving 
everyone from the authority’s chief 
executive to the street sweeping 
crews. 

In an interview with the Weekly 
News, council leader Fred Brown 
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said ECDC has “never faced a more 
difficult financial situation”. 

He said: “Nobody wants to have to 
make people redundant and affect 
families’ lives like this, but things are 
the toughest they have ever been. 

“We don’t know how many 
redundancies are going to be made 
but everyone is in the firing line. 

“Our proposals are painful but, 
unfortunately, necessary. 

As well as job cuts, the Ely-based 
authority is looking to increase 
council tax by 2.95 per cent, which 
only just prevents the council from 
being capped by the Government. 

It also needs to generate a saving 
of £50,000 over the next two years on 


arts development, which could see 
Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) given the 
chop. 

The organisation runs a number 
of venues, as well as hundreds of 
family and children-orientated 
events throughout the year, raising 
fears for the future of the arts in the 
region. 

Jane Wilson, director at ADeC, 
said: “The real financial difficulties 
facing ECDC reflect a national 
picture. 

“We understand that no service 
has a right to be protected and have 
been expecting to have to make real 
reductions in the arts service.” 

As well as those cuts, the authority 
has warned its grant funding for 
historic buildings in the region will 
have to be reduced, and a number of 


community grant schemes. 

The waste and recycling grant is 
also going to be reviewed, with the 
strong possibility that the plastic 
bottle kerbside collection service 
could be withdrawn. 

Cllr Brown added: “This has been 
exacerbated at a local level through 
small Government grant settlements 
and a reduction in income from 
areas such as planning applications, 
building control and interest 
payments, leaving us with a budget 
deficit of more than £1.6 million for 
the next year. 

These and other recommend¬ 
ations will be going to the district 
council's various committees over 
the next few weeks ahead of the full 
council where the budget will be set 
on Tuesday, February 23. 


POLICE dogs were to demonstrate 
their skills when they visited a youth 
club today. 

Members of Suffolk police’s dog 
unit were to visit Red Lodge Youth 
Club’s meeting in the village’s Millen¬ 
nium Centre. 

The visit had been organised by the 
Mildenhall Safer Neighbourhood 
Team which covers the Red Lodge 
area. 

Sgt Michael Hart, from the dog 
unit, said: “We hope that this event 
will help the children to better 
understand our role in the 
constabulary and the work that we 
do. 

“The dog section uses German 
Shepherds for general purpose police 
work, searching, tracking and crowd 
control and the rather more lively 
spaniels and other gun dog breeds to 
search out illegal substances, detect 
firearms and explosives. 

“We will also be offering general 
advice on the welfare and care of any 
dog and quite often find that people 
ask for tips on how to improve their 
own dog’s behaviour.” 


Plea is changed in 
ticket machine case 


A MAN has admitted 
conspiring to steal cash from 
railway station ticket mach¬ 
ines across the region. 

Albey Loveridge changed 
his plea to guilty when he 
appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court. 

The 41-year-old, of Stratton 
Way, Biggleswade, had previ¬ 
ously denied committing the 
offence with his relative Mark 
Loveridge, 33, who denies two 
counts of conspiracy to steal. 

Murphy Loveridge, 18, 
denies a single similar charge, 
while lane Loveridge, 38, has 
pleaded not guilty to assisting 


an offender. Railway stations 
in Cambridgeshire, Hertford¬ 
shire and Bedfordshire are 
alleged to have been targeted 
by the group. 

The defendants maintaining 
their innocence, all of 
Willington Road in Cople, near 
Bedford, will be back in court 
on February 10. 

A trial date is yet to be set. 

Albey Loveridge was 
released on bail until the 
conclusion of proceedings 
against his relatives, and will 
be electronically tagged until 
he is sentenced.

We dug our way 
through snow 

Sir, I would like to comment about 
the recent heavy snow and the way 
clearing and gritting has been 
arranged. 

Here at Soham we had, like most 
places, locally compacted snow 
turning to ice on our paths for eight 
or nine days. 

It got more difficult when the thaw 
exposed the shiny ice. 

This situation would not have 
been allowed in the 50s and 60s as 
each shopkeeper and householder 
would have cleared their own patch 
at the earliest opportunity. 

In 1947, when deep snow closed 
country roads, farm workers were 
engaged in what they called snow 
heaving. My father was one of them. 

In the 50s when I worked at 
Marshall’s I struggled to get home 
because snow blocked the road from 
Cambridge to Newmarket. 

Some of us made our way to the 
railway station to catch a train to 
Dullingham. 

We were met by a friend’s car who 
with some difficulty and the use of a 
shovel took us as far as Stetchworth, 
where he lived. I then had to make 
my way on foot to Stetchworth Ley 
which was cut off by snowdrifts. I 
managed by walking on banks and 
fields. 

The next morning, knowing that I 
could not get into work, I took my 
spade and dug my way from 
Stetchworth Ley up the blocked Clay 
Hill. 

Here I met a group of Woodditton 
people doing the same thing coming 
the reverse way from Woodditton, 
via Court Barns and up Stetchworth 
High Street on their way home to 
Woodditton. 

They had signed up for this task 
and were being paid a few shillings 
an hour but I was doing it on my 
own initiative so was not paid. 

Unknown to me two photos were 
taken of this event and can be seen 
on Cambridgeshire Archives 
(CCAN.org). 

Go to home page, click places, 
select page 5, Woodditton, click 
images, select page 6 and look at 
dates 1955-57 and click on the two 
thumbnails. 

I am so angry the paths in Soham 
were not gritted in the main. 

I was told by highways they would 
fill the grit containers but no-one is 
down to grit - it is left to volunteers. 

But if anyone has an accident on 
the paths they are liable, which I 
can’t understand as surely this must 
help.

‘Obscene plans 
threat to racing’

AN “OBSCENE” housing 
development threatens the 
future of Newmarket as the 
historic home of horse¬ 
racing, an MP warned in a 
House of Commons debate. 

Richard Spring, West Suffolk MR 
made the comment in a brief 
debate on the controversial 
Hatchfield Farm development on 
the edge of the town. 

The proposal for 1,200 new 
homes is being opposed by 
leaders of the town’s horseracing 
industry who have argued that the 
extra people and traffic will harm 
the industry and could lead to 
wealthy racehorse owners 
withdrawing from the town. 

An application for planning 
permission for the development of 
the 160 acres of land, between the 
A14 and Fordham Road, is 
currently being considered by 
Forest Heath District Council. 

The scheme has also been 
reviewed as part of the public 
examination of the district coun¬ 
cil’s core strategy for 
developments over the next 21 
years. 



Hatchfield debate: MP Richard 
Spring took the issue to the 
Commons this week. 


Mr Spring aired the issue at a 
Westminster Hall debate, where 
no votes are taken, on Tuesday. 

He blamed government housing 
targets for forcing councils like 
Forest Heath to support large 
developments like Hatchfield 
Farm. 

He said: “It is clear that there is 


insufficient flexibility in existing 
legislation to deal with the 
problem that has now arisen in 
Newmarket. 

“In consequence of this the 
local council has found itself at the 
receiving end of a huge tide of 
local anger, compounded by 
communication and consultation 
problems. 

“I cannot believe that such 
absurd inflexibility as in this case 
damaging the quality of life and 
the main industry of this town was 
in the minds of the Government 
when this Act was drawn up.” 

Mr Spring added: “Newmarket 
is a precious jewel in the life of this 
country and this obscene housing 
development has the capacity to 
destroy it.” 

But Ian Austin, a junior minister 
for communities and local 
government, said the Government 
could not intervene or comment 
on the merits of a proposal which 
was currently subject to an 
application for planning 
permission. 

He said there was a need for 
affordable housing across the 
Forest Heath district and it was 
hoped that Newmarket business 
potential would be boosted.

Abbey’s 
origins 
studied 

THE medieval origins of 
Anglesey Abbey could be 
uncovered while experts carry 
out conservation work. 

Historic building specialists 
are taking up sections of the 
Victorian tiled floor in the 
abbey’s dining room in a bid to 
discover the cause of damage 
to stone pillars. 

It is the only area of the 
property with features from the 
13th-century priory which stood 
on the site before the Jacobean- 
style mansion, so National Trust 
staff are hoping for some 
interesting finds. 

Investigators suspect the 
decay is caused by moisture 
from rising damp drying into salt 
and causing erosion. 

They now have to decide 
whether remedial work is 
needed to slow down further 
decay.

“Obviously it is encouraging that the 
overall percentage of those drink driving 
has reduced. However these statistics are

“Those offending need to realise the 
implications of what they are doing, not 
just for their own sake but for the sake of 
the other innocent road users they are 
putting at risk. 

“We are determined to continue to 
clamp down on those who drink drive 
and will take action against anyone 
committing an offence.

“I’d had a little bit of 
morning sickness and 
migraines here and there 
but it had been the 
perfect pregnancy,” says 
Gemma, 26. “I’d wanted a 
home birth from when I 
had Hayden - this time 
I’d planned it, but it never 
happened.” 

Excited about the 
pending new arrival to 
their family, Gemma and 
Rob were married at 
Huntingdon register 
office when Gemma was 
39 weeks pregnant. Cole 
was to be the happy start 
to their married life 
together. 

After going eight days 
past her due date with 
Hayden and nine days 
late with Preston, 
Gemma wasn’t worried 
when she passed her due 
date again, this time by 
10 days. Then, on 


October 8, she went into 
labour. 

When the midwife 
arrived at the couple’s 
home in Ramsey St 
Mary’s for the planned 
home birth, Gemma 
wasn’t aware of anything 
being wrong, and with 
her contractions just two 
minutes apart, the 
arrival of her third son 
wasn’t far away. 

“I’d never met the 
midwife that came out,” 
says Gemma. “It was her 
first home birth and she 
was absolutely brilliant. 

“I was fine up until 
the time when she 
arrived. I was walking 
around the room and 
she asked me if I wanted 
gas and air but I was 
fine, I just carried on 
with it and kept walking 
around.” 

Despite being able to 
cope with the labour 
without any pain relief, 
Gemma had a high 
temperature but felt very 
cold and couldn’t stop 
shivering. 

“Apparently feeling 
cold is the only indicator 
of the infection,” she 
says. “With Strep B there 
are no symptoms until 
you go into labour and 
your temperature goes 
up.” 

As well as Gemma’s 
high temperature, Cole’s 
heart rate was 
dangerously high so, 
after explaining the 


situation by phone to the 
second midwife who was 
on her way to the house, 
an ambulance was called 
to take Gemma to 
Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital. 

“I laid back on the bed 
while we waited for the 
ambulance but my back 
went and I couldn’t get 
up again, so I was stuck 
on the bed and the 
contractions slowed 
down,” remembers 
Gemma. “When I 
managed to sit up to get 
into the ambulance, my 
waters broke.” 

Cole was born in the 
ambulance on the way 
to hospital, three miles 
from the couple’s home. 
“He was born in a pub 
car park,” says Gemma, 
smiling to Rob. “We’ve 
managed to find that 
amusing though.” 

After arriving at 
Hinchingbrooke’s special 
care baby unit, Cole was 
put on a life support 
machine. “Even at the 
hospital they didn’t know 
it was Strep B straight 
away,” says Gemma. 

“They’d never had it 
there before,” adds Rob, 
29. “They said it was 
asphyxia to begin with 
and that he had been 
starved of oxygen and 
blood to the brain.” 

Glancing towards the 
picture of Cole, Gemma 
says: “He had 
septicaemia, hyproxic 


brain injury, which is 
starvation of blood and 
oxygen to the brain, and 
his kidneys and liver 
were collapsing. 

“He was going to be 
transferred to Norwich 
Hospital for a cooling 
treatment, so instead of 
an incubator to keep 
him warm he would 
have been placed on a 
cooling pad, which 
would cool his body and 
his brain.” 

Gemma continues: 
“The doctors told us this 
could help so we agreed 
for him to go, but we 
wouldn’t be allowed to 
go with him in the 
ambulance and would 
have to follow. But by the 
time the team got there 
to transfer him he’d got a 
lot worse. 

“They said he could 
still go if we wanted him 
too but that he was more 
likely to die in the 
ambulance so we agreed 
for him to stay at the 
hospital with us.” 

As Cole’s organs 
collapsed one by one, 
Gemma and Rob were 
faced with the 
devastating decision of 
when to turn off their 
newborn baby’s life 
support machine. 

“They said we could 
leave him on it for 24-48 
hours and see how he 
does, but his organs 
were failing,” says 
Gemma. “Although it 


was a hard decision...” 

She pauses, and Rob 
continues: “We both 
knew the decision - we 
didn’t have to ask each 
other. We didn’t want 
him to suffer anymore.” 

“I know some people 
would say ‘keep him 
alive for as long as you 
can because it’s your 
baby’ but, at the end of 
the day, there was no 
point,” says Gemma. 

“He had morphine 
being pumped into him 
and a lot of other drugs. 
He had so many drugs 
going into him, there 
was just no point - we 
think we did the right 
thing.” 

Rob adds: “There was 
no point prolonging it 
and just keeping him 
alive for our sake; you’ve 
got to think about him as 
well. Although they said 
he didn’t know what was 
going on or anything, he 
still might have.” 

Cole’s life support 
machine was turned off 
on October 9, and 
Gemma and Rob were 
able to hold their son for 
the first time. “He was 
alive for an hour and 20 
minutes after he was 
taken off the machine,” 
explains Gemma. “The 
only organ that wasn’t 
damaged by the Strep B 
was his heart.” 

After leaving hospital, 
Gemma and Rob had to 
explain to Hayden and 


Preston that their little 
brother had died. “I 
think it’s hard for them 
because they never got 
to see him,” says 
Gemma. “We didn’t want 
them to come to the 
hospital and see him 
covered in wires; they’ve 
seen the photos now 
though, even the ones 
with the wires, and they 
know who it is as soon as 
you get the photo out.” 

The family had to wait 
four weeks for the post 
mortem examination to 
reveal that Cole had died 
from Strep B before they 
could hold his funeral. 

Speaking about the 
early days after leaving 
hospital, Gemma says: 
“We just wanted to know 
what it was and if there 
was anyone to blame for 
it - it didn’t seem real. 

“Cole was born on the 
Thursday, he died on 
Friday and I was back to 
doing the school run on 
the Monday.” 

Still taking each day as 
it comes, Gemma and 
Rob are desperate to 
warn women of the 
danger of Strep B during 
pregnancy, and want 
pregnant women to ask 
their midwife to be 
tested for the infection. 

The Strep B support 
website says that, 
without medical 
intervention, GBS can 
infect around 700 babies 
each year. Tragically,

approximately 75 of 
those babies will die, and 
around 40 will be left 
with serious side effects 
such as cerebral palsy, 
deafness, blindness and 
serious learning 
difficulties. The 30 per 
cent of adults who carry 
GBS do so most 
commonly in the gut, but 
up to 25 per cent of 
women can carry the 
infection in the vagina 
too. 

“We just want women 
to be aware,” says 
Gemma, smiling. Tve 
got a seven-year-old and 
a three-year-old and Id 
never heard of it before. 

“You can be tested for 
it at between 35 and 37 
weeks in your pregnancy, 
but you have to be asked 
to be tested; it’s not 
routine in this country 
but it is in places like 
Canada, America, 
Australia, Spain and Italy. 

“It costs £32 to have 
the test privately but you 
can ask your midwife for 
the test and it will only 
cost £10. The test is just a 
swab, it’s not invasive, it’s 
not a blood test, there are 
no needles - it would 
take a matter of seconds. 

“What annoys me the 
most is that you’re not 
told about it. Strep B is 
more common than 


Down’s syndrome and 
just as common as spina 
bifida and they screen for 
those, but not this. If 
women know about 
Strep B then they can 
make the decision as to 
whether or not they want 
to be tested.” 

Although still feeling 
the pain of the loss of 
their son, Gemma and 
Rob say that they do 
hope to have another 
baby in the future. 

Rob says: “Initially we 
did say no, that was it.” 

Gemma adds: “But 
now we know what it is, 
if I do fall pregnant again 
I would be tested at the 
beginning of the 
pregnancy and at the 
end, and my labour 
would have to be in 
hospital. I’d have 
antibiotics during the 
labour even if I didn’t 
have it. 

“The antibiotics 
hopefully stop the baby 
catching the infection as 


he or she passes through 
the birth canal.” 

Since Cole died, 
Gemma and Rob have 
raised money for 
Hinchingbrooke’s special 
care baby unit; they 
handed over a donation 
to the hospital on New 
Year’s Eve, and Gemma 
says she will continue to 
raise money for the unit 
and Strep B charities. 

Getting by the best 
they can, Gemma and 
Rob say that Hayden and 
Preston have been a great 
comfort over the recent 
months. 

“It still doesn’t seem 
real but the kids 
definitely help take your 
mind off things,” says 
Gemma. “We’ll always 
talk about Cole - I’ve got 
three children not two.”

Fish and chip 
plan approved 


A SHOP is set to be 
converted into a fish and 
chip shop - despite oppo¬ 
sition from nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee have granted 
permission for the conversion of 
the shop in High Street, 
Mildenhall. 

People living nearby raised 
concerns about parking, litter 
and smells. 

They have also said the town 
already had enough fast food 
take-aways. 

But the committee agreed to 
grant permission to Irfam Yasan, 
from Ely, who applied for 
permission to change the use of 
the shop and install two exhaust 
chimneys at the back of the 
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building. 

Opening times are restricted to 
11am to 10.30pm Monday to 
Friday, 11am to 11pm on 
Saturday and 11.30am to 9.30pm 
on Sundays. 

Mildenhall Parish Council 
supported the scheme, but the 
council expressed concern about 
the lack of parking in the area 
and the impact of noise on local 
residents. 

But district council planner 
David Beighton pointed out that 
permission was granted in 2007 
to convert the shop into a 
restaurant. 

He said, in his report to 
councillors, that the parking 
demands for a shop and 
restaurant would not be 


significantly different to a fish 
and chip shop. 

He said that Suffolk County 
Council, as the highway 
authority, had not called for any 
restrictions on parking. 

He added that the external 
flues at the back of the building 
would not cause an adverse 
effect to the town’s conservation 
area as long as measures were 
taken to make them less visible. 

One of the conditions of 
planning permission is to have 
the flues painted matt black. 

The council has also made it a 
condition that no deliveries are 
made to the shop outside the 
hours of 8am to 6pm Monday to 
Saturday. 

A litter bin must also be 
provided at the shop at all times 
that it is open.

Chief will help 
watch the press 

CHIEF Constable Julie Spence now 
has an extra responsibility - 
scrutinising the media.

Vandalism at car park 
Is top of police hlt-llst

VANDALISM and anti¬ 
social behaviour in a 
public car park have 
been made a top 
priority for police to 
tackle. 

Damage running to 
thousands of pounds has 
been caused at Newmarket’s 
Guineas Centre car park. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which owns the car 
park, has recently employed 
contractors to paint out 
offensive and racist graffiti. 

The paint should allow any 
new graffiti to be cleaned off 
more easily. Light fittings 
have been smashed and 
metal drain covers stolen. 

Most of the problems 
happen in the evening when 
the car park is virtually 
empty. Repairs are still 
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awaited on a damaged part of 
the car park following a fire in 
which a car was destroyed. 

But police have said the 
incident is not linked with the 
general vandalism problems. 

Now the town’s police safer 
neighbourhood team has 
made the issue its top priority 
and will be sending in 
additional patrols. 

They will still be dealing 
with the problem of young 
people who gather in groups 
in the Market Square and 
Wellington Street areas on 
weekend evenings. The issue 
was previously a top priority 
for the team. 

The team’s third priority is 
tackling a spate of vandalism 
to parked cars in the George 


Lambton Avenue and Noel 
Murless Drive areas. Dozens 
of cars were attacked at the 
end of last year in a number 
of incidents which left owners 
having to pay for repairs, 
dents, scratches and broken 
mirrors. 

The team has just set its 


priorities for the next month 
following a neighbourhood 
forum. The next forum, open 
to the public, will be on 
Wednesday, February 3, 
10am until noon, at the 
Racing Welfare offices, Robin 
McAlpine House, 10b Park 
Lane, Newmarket CB8 8QD. 


Warning on 
scam email 

A WARNING has been 
issued by police about a 
scam email which asks for 
people’s bank details. 

The email purports to be 
from HM Revenue and 
Customs and suggests 
that the recipient is eligible 
for a tax rebate. 

Suffolk police said they 
contacted HMRC and were 
told that the email had not 
been sent by them.

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Seasonal crime 
fall ‘a testament 
to commitment 
of police officers’ 

A FALL in crime and drink-related 
offences over the Christmas and New 
Year period has been welcomed by 
police chiefs. 

In Suffolk police’s western area, 
which includes Newmarket, Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds, the total 
number of crimes during December 
was 1,421 - 101 fewer than the same 
month in 2008. 

The total includes 190 drink-related 
offences - 16 fewer than the previous 
year. 

Across the county there were 3,720 
crimes - a reduction of 111 on the 
previous year - and alcohol-related 
offences totalled 496 - 17 fewer than 
the previous year. 

The figures have just been released 
by the county’s force to show the 
results of its Stay Safe campaign. 

Detective Chief Inspector fohn 
Perkins, crime manager for the 
western area, said: “The Christmas 
and New Year period is always going to 
be a busy time for police and other 
emergency services, so it is 
encouraging that both overall crime 
and alcohol-related arrests have fallen 
in West Suffolk. 

“This reduction is testament to the 
hard work and commitment of officers 
including the Special Constabulary 
and strong partnership working, and 
helps to promote feelings of safety for 
those enjoying a night out in our town 
centres and public confidence for the 
whole community.”

A POLISH man was 
in council care 
unaware that his 
disappearance had 
triggered a police 
alert.

Six deny charges 
of conning widow 


SIX people have denied 
conspiring to defraud a 
wealthy widow out of her 
fortune. 

The defendants - many of 
whom are related and the eldest 
aged 79 - are accused of conning 
Catherine Devas, of Beaufort 
Place, Cambridge. 

Mrs Devas, who suffered from 
dementia and was partially 
paralysed, died in 2006 aged 83. 

At Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday, her carers Deborah Atkin¬ 
son and Zandra Mackay both 
pleaded not guilty to three 
charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

Atkinson, 48, lives in The Street, 
Lidgate, and Mackay, 62, in Wilkin

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Walk, Cottenham. One count, 
alleged to have been committed 
between January 2003 and 
December 2006, concerned with¬ 
drawals from Mrs Devas’ savings 
using cheques and bank cards. 

This charge was also denied by 
Beryl Benbow, 78, and Sophie 
Atkinson, a 23-year-old student, 
both of the same address in Lid- 
gate, Mackay’s son Marcus Mac¬ 
kay, 43, from Romford in Essex, 
and his ex-wife Sharron Mackay, 
41, from Hightown in Hampshire. 

Deborah Atkinson, Benbow, 
and Marcus and Zandra Mackay 


denied conspiracy to defraud by 
producing a document dated 
December 2005 purporting to be 
Mrs Devas’ will, which named 
Marcus Mackay as the sole 
beneficiary and Benbow as the 
executor. 

All three Mackays plus Deborah 
Atkinson pleaded not guilty to 
conspiracy to defraud by falsely 
declaring Mrs Devas wished to 
sell the leasehold of her flat to 
Sharron Mackay for £150,000, 
between July and December 2006. 

All the defendants were 
released on bail until a pre-trial 
review on March 30. The five- 
week trial is due to start on April 
12 .

Panto fun is 
pure magic 


IT’S a cold, dark, winter’s night in 
the village of Over. 

It’s raining hard, the wind is whipping 
along the High Street - and the only sign of 
warmth is a light shining in the window of 
the village hall. 

Inside, the hall is buzzing with chatter, 
laughter and snatches of songs: sporting 
full make-up and spangly costumes, the 
local Revue and Drama Society is in 
residence. 

“We’re in the middle of panto rehearsals,” 
explains Laughing Policeman Sarah Lane, 
doffing her helmet. “And there’s something 
special about panto: it puts everyone in a 
really good mood.” 

The members of Swavesey Revue and 
Drama Society, known as Radsoc, have 
been busy preparing to stage Aladdin this 
week and the cast has been rehearsing 
twice a week, every week. 

“It is a big commitment,” admits Sarah, 
who lives in Swavesey, “but it’s absolutely 
worth it. I only joined this time last year but I 
was made to feel welcome from the word 
go. 

“In fact, I made loads of friends: I actually 
met my fiance here - he’s the director - and 
we moved in together in August. So it’s fair 
to say Radsoc are a very friendly bunch!” 

The group has been running for an 
impressive 35 years and, as popular with 
the viewing public as ever, it’s proof that am 
dram is far from old hat. 

“I actually think that some amateur 
productions are better than professional,” 
says Phil Bailey, the panto’s obligatory 
dame. “Everyone in this room is here 
because they want to be - and because of 
that, they’re all determined to put on a really

good show.” Phil, who lives in Haddenham, 
is one of Radsoc’s more recent recruits. “I 
always wanted to do am dram,” smiles the 
34-year-old. “I did a GCSE in drama and lots 
of acting at school; in fact, for a while, I 
wanted to become a professional - until I 
was talked out of it, on the grounds there 
are an awful lot of unemployed actors out 
there. 

“Joining Radsoc is one of the best things 
I’ve ever done. Along with bell-ringing, it’s 
become one of my main hobbies. I love 
every minute of it! This year I’m the dame 
for the first time and I’m unashamedly 
excited.” 

Wearing violently bright lipstick and a 
punky orange wig, Phil, a charity worker by 
day, certainly looks the part. “I think am 
dram is fantastic, it really brings a 
community together,” he adds. “And I think 
panto, in particular, is quite special. It’s 
slapstick, it’s a bit of fun and it’s part of our 
culture. Some people say panto should be 
banned because it’s not politically correct. 
I’m sorry, but I think: ‘This is us, this is 
Britain’ - it’s a traditionally British thing.” 

Aladdin wouldn’t be Aladdin without a 
genie and a lamp - which is where 
seasoned am dram actor Kevin Webb 
comes in. 

His face a-sparkle with green glitter, the 
50-year-old explains that he’s been devoting 
his free time to acting for years; as well as 
doing panto every winter, he takes part in a 
summer Shakespeare festival and is

planning to do a serious Passion Play this 
coming Easter. 

“I started when my three kids all gave up 
their various sports and suddenly I had my 
weekends back,” laughs Kevin, an 
accountant from Earith. “I do it because I 
love being the centre of attention: it’s a real 
buzz getting that applause at the end of the 
show.” 

Aladdin tells the well-loved tale of an 
innocent young lad, Aladdin, and his 
attempts to stop the evil Abanazar taking 
over the world (by finding the 
aforementioned magic lamp and its all- 
powerful genie). 

Assisted by his brother Wishee Washee 
and his fearsome washerwoman mother, 
Phil’s Widow Twanky, Aladdin strives to 
save the day and win the hand of his 
beloved princess into the bargain. 

“Abanazar is the first baddie I’ve played: 
I’ve had to practise my evil looks,” laughs 
John Pickering, 52. “I got involved five years 
ago, through a guy I played badminton with. 
He said they were an actor short for that 
year’s panto and he thought I’d be perfect 


for the character; he was called Canon 
Throbbing... 

“I said: ‘How do you know, you’ve never 
seen me act?’ He said: ‘No, but I’ve seen 
you play badminton - and I know you love 
showing off.’” 

John, who lives in St Ives, is a sales 
manager by trade. “I do panto because it’s 
lots and lots of fun,” adds the father-of- 
three. “My kids are all grown up but they 
always come along; they probably think: 
‘Dad’s being a prat again,’ but it gives 
everybody a good laugh.” 

Aladdin is played by one of the younger 
members of the troupe, 21-year-old Rachel 
Ward. A Swavesey girl, she joined Radsoc 
almost a decade ago after failing to win a 
part in a school play; after leaving the group 
for three years, while she was away at 
university, she has returned to the fold - to 
play her biggest role yet. 

“I’ve got to sing, which is a bit daunting,” 
admits Rachel. “But it’s a great part. 
Aladdin’s not the brightest, to be honest, but 
his heart’s in the right place.” 

Proving that Radsoc is, as Sarah says, an 


incredibly friendly society, Rachel too met 
her fiance during rehearsals: her now- 
partner Matt Isham, 28, was cast as Prince 
Charming four years ago and Rachel was 
playing his side-kick. “We just clicked,” she 
explains. 

Matt, Wishee Washee in this year’s 
production, took up acting at uni. “I didn’t 
make the football team,” he shrugs, “so I 
thought I’d join the drama society for a bit of 
a laugh. I ended up taking it really seriously, 
more seriously than my degree in fact.” 

Show producer Bob Bright concludes: 
“Amateur dramatics is great for the whole 
community. It’s fun for the cast: when you 
step out on to that stage, all your worries 
are forgotten; you get to become someone 
else for a while. 

“And it’s a bit of escapism for the 
audience, too. 

“Whether you’re on stage or in the 
audience, it’s all good fun.”

The big film 



UP IN THE AIR (15,109 mins) 
Comedy Drama. George Clooney, 
Anna Kendrick, Vera Farmiga, 
Melanie Lynskey, Danny McBride, 
Jason Bateman, JK Simmons.

UNEMPLOYMENT is no laughing 
matter... although Up In The Air 
begs to differ. 

Directed by Jason Reitman, 
whose last film was the universally 
adored Juno, this portrait of a 
loveless man, who earns his living 
by flying around America and 
making total strangers redundant, 
hardly sounds like cause for 
merriment. 

However, Reitman’s screenplay, 
adapted from Walter Kirn’s novel, 
navigates a path between the bleak 
and wryly amusing, helped in no 
small part by a charming lead 
performance from George Clooney. 

Inevitably, there is some 
dramatic turbulence during this first 
class, 108-minute flight but 
thankfully, all of the main 
characters remain airborne. Just. 

Ryan Bingham (Clooney) 
spends more than 300 days a year 
firing people he has never met 
before because their bosses are 
too chicken to do the dirty deed. 


He has to weather tears and 
tantrums, pleas for a second 
chance and the occasional threat to 
commit suicide. 

As a result of his demanding 
work, Ryan has no time for 
personal commitments. 

He doesn’t have a girlfriend and 
has begrudgingly agreed to a 
request from sister Julie (Lynskey) 
and her fiance Jim (McBride) to 
take photographs with a cardboard 
standee of the happy couple in far- 
flung locations. 

Ironically, Ryan is threatened 
with redundancy when efficiency 
expert Natalie (Kendrick) puts 
forward a plan to their boss Craig 


(Bateman) that agents should 
conduct terminations via video 
conferencing. 

Meanwhile, the usually cool Mr 
Bingham falls under the spell of 
fellow jetsetter Alex (Farmiga). 

Up In The Air should secure 
Clooney another Oscar nomination 
for his mesmerising portrayal of a 
corporate middleman who is now 
almost numb to the anguish he 
wreaks. 

Kendrick is a delightful 
counterpoint as the Little Miss 
Goody Two Shoes and her 
relationship with Clooney’s 
debonair mentor is the film’s heart 
and soul.

Look out for signs of 
cold and snow damage 


r ■ ihe heavy snow 

nationwide is likely 
A to have damaged 
evergreens, crushed 
tender shrubs and broken 
the branches of trees 
under its weight. 


In my own garden, a whole 
hedge buckled under the weight 
of snow and ended up drooping 
over the lawn, so I’ve had to 
knock off the snow and prop it 
up with guide ropes to pull it 
back into line. 

Of course, gardeners can 
minimise damage by gently 
knocking snow off shrubs and 
conifers with a broom, but for 
some this action may all come 
too late. 

Guy Barter, head of 
horticultural advice at the Royal 
Horticultural Society, explains: 
“Deciduous plants are pretty 
tough and shouldn’t be affected 
by the snow but it’s probably too 
late to save tender plants which 
have been left out.” 

While the roots of established 
plants in borders may escape 
being frozen, potted plants 
which haven’t been sheltered in 
a cool shed or porch, or 
wrapped in hessian or bubble 
wrap, will suffer or die if their

roots freeze. 

Root systems in flower beds 
and borders can also be 
damaged when moisture in the 
ground freezes, then thaws, then 
freezes again, but the good news 
is that any carpet of snow 
actually acts as an insulator to 
keep the temperature at ground 
level consistent. 

Gardeners who are using salt 
in their driveways are advised to 
keep it away from plants and to 
not walk on their grass while 
frozen or soggy from the thaw, to 
minimise damage to the lawn. 

“Lawns will still be very wet 
when the snow has gone so keep 
off them for a while, and 
gardeners should only start 
digging when the soil has dried 
out a bit,” Barter advises. 

“When the thaw comes there 
will be lots of broken stems and 


branches from the weight of the 
snow, so gardeners will have to 
give plants a good trim.” 

Spring pruning will take care 
of snapped stems, splits and die- 
back. 

If you’re having plants 
delivered when conditions are 
still freezing, pot them up and 
keep them in a cool but 
sheltered spot such as a frost- 
free shed, making sure they 
don’t dry out, until the weather 
improves enough to plant them 
in the garden. 

“We’ve had a run of mild 
winters when we have been able 
to grow tender plants which 
have survived the cooler 
months, but in this weather 
plants such as evergreen 
agapanthus and phormiums 
may not survive,” he warns. 

Once the snow has gone, 
some shrubs are likely to show 
signs of cold damage, their 
leaves will be discoloured, 
showing patches of brown. All 
you can do is pick off the 
damaged foliage and hope that 
the plant recovers. 

Hedges and columnar 
conifers which have been 
knocked down by snow can be 
propped up again with rope but 
it will have to be left there 
through spring to allow the 


shrubs to re-align themselves. 

Don’t worry too much if your 
garden looks dishevelled and 
tired after the snow, because 
most plants will recover, even 
those which look like they’ve 
had it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Dogwood (Cornus) 

These deciduous shrubs are 
grown for their eye-catching 
colourful stems which provide 
useful colour in the winter 
garden and some are 
particularly useful in smaller 
gardens. Cornus alba'Sibirica’ is 
one of the most popular types, 
with its vivid red stems, while C. 
sanguinea ‘Midwinter Fire’ has 
orange and pink stems 
resembling flickering flames. 
The yellow stemmed C. 
stolonifera ‘Flaviramea’ is also 
extremely effective in winter 
when grown next to C. alba. 

Dogwoods, which grow to 
around 1.2m x 1.2m (4ft x 4ft), 
are easy to grow - the only thing 
you must remember is to prune 
them hard each spring, cutting 
out the oldest stems. The new 
shoots that replace them have 
the most colourful bark. 

They can be planted in most 
soil, even clay types or along 
riverbanks, and do best in full 
sun.
